HOSTILE FRENCH CRITICS.

French eritles, enraged by the British crulsers’
action in polleing Delagoa Bay and stopping
the Cordoba, and also by rumors that the Queen
will go 1o San Remo In preference to Niee when
ghe visits the Riviera, are already exulting
over the German Emperor's coolness in declin-
fng munieipal honors at Portsmouth and at
London.

The silence maintained respecting Ladysmith
has raused some surprise, but lttle serlous com-
ment, I ean state positively that there Is no
anxlcty among the authorities of the War Office
wver the positlon of Sir George Stewart White's
forces, but that a confident bellef exists that the
bemmbardment §s ineffective and Intermittent,
and that the garrison has nothing to do except
to remaln quiet within the lines of defence until
the rellef eolumn l= ready to advance. Bome
milltary weiters suggest that General White's
positlon may be regarded more gerlously at
Cape Town than it I8 In London, since Sir Red-
vers Fuller i not adhering rigidly to his nriginal
echeme of organization, but is sending battal-
fons 1o Durban which are outside of the First
Division. They assume that it was his Inten-
tion 1o dispatch only ten thousand men to the
rellef of Ladysmith, whereas some of the hest
experts have held that he will not take any
risks, but would have twenty thousand men in
the eclumn, including the four thousand troops
&nd marines in Lower Natal, when the rein-
forcements began to arrive. He can certalnly
be depended upon to send forward the first cav-

FILIPINOS OPEN THE FIGHT.

The insurgents opened the fight two miles from
San Jacintn, while the leading American battal-
{on was passing a groap of houses, In the midat
of a encoanut grove, knee deep In mud. The
Fillpino sharpshooters, hidden in trees, houses
and n small trench acrdss the road, held their
fire until the Amerlcans were close to them.
When they began firing other Fillpinos opened
fire from thickets, right and left, further away.
The Insurgent sharpshooters pleked off the offi-
cers first.  Five of the Amerlcans who fell wore
sheoulder straps or chevrons,

The 334 never wavered, Ita crack marksmen
knocked the Fillpinos from the trees ke squlr-
yeis, and the Amerfeans rushed the trench, leav-
ing four dead insurgents there. The regiment
then deployed under fire, with Major John A.
Logan's battalion In the centre, Major Cronic's
on the right and Major Marsh's on the left.
The skirmish line, which was a mile long, ad-
vaneed rapldly, keeping up a constant fire. The
Filipinos made an  unexpectedly good stand,
many of them remaining behind cover until the
Americans were within twenty feet of them.
Mador Marsh flanked a small trench full of in-
surgents, surprising them and slnughtering
nearly all of them before entering the town.
The Gatling killed five of the force holding the
bridees and swept the eountry beyond the town,
driving about ane hundred and O£ty Fillpinos into
the hille. Marsh's battalion, éntering the town
first, captured a big bhattleflag which was flying
aver p eonvent.

A RETREAT ON DAGUPAN.

The Insurgents are supposed to have retreated
townrd Dagupan. It was lmpossihle to pureus
therm, as the American troops were exhausted
and thelr supply of ammunition was lnw, The
putposte Killed five Filipinoe during the night.
The body of the Filipino leutenant calonel com-
manding was found among the killed.

The regiment returned to San Fablan on Sun-
day, It belng Impoésible to get supplies over the
roadls.

A proclamation of the Fillpino Secretary of
War was found in all the villages, giving glow-
ing accounta of alleged Fllipino viectories, and
saying that 7,000 Amerlcans had been killed
and 15,000 wounded In the war.

The dead and wounded were brought to Ma-
nila to-day, The officers who are returning say
it i Impossible for General Wheaton to attempt
a junction with General Young on account of
the roads. Prisoners say It is reported that
Agulnaldo, with an army which they estimated
at twenty thousand men—probably a great ex-
aggeration—ie retiring toward Dagupan, intend-
ing to jeave there for the northwest, Some of

FILIPINO CAPITAL CHANGED.
tGieneral Otls hag learned that Agulnaldo re-
cently Issued a proclamation transferring the
capltal to Bayombong, giving as a reason
for the step the unsanitary condition of Tarlac.
It is supposed that the leaders of the insur-
rectlon who are not already at Bayombong are
retreating to that place, though when they left
Tarlae, whether they are travelllng with the
army, how many anldlers they were able (o
hold together and whether the leaders or the
troops have got heyond General Lawton's line
are all upknown, It Is hoped, however, that
General Wheaton has effected a junctlon with
General Young, forming a cordon from San
Fablan to San Isidro. General Lawton has
glx thousand men and General Wheaton twen-
ty-seven hundred, a small foree to contral so
many miles, hut It commands the maln ronds
by which the insurgents must move to the north.
With the Americans advancing at the present
rate they eould drive the insurgents from Bay-

NATIVES WELCOME THE ARMY,

A majority of the natives weleome the army
enthusiastically, but some who have heen de-
luded by storles of Amerlean crueltles hide In
the swamps. Women who are unable ti flee
fall upon thelr knees, holding up crucifixes and
begring to he spared. When the news spreads
that the Americans intend to remain and estab-
lish order the population flock to thelr homes,
bringing with them their cattle and houshold
Km-s!!.

The Insurgents have drained the resources of
the province. The army has impressed a large
share of the erops, and the people are miserably
poor. Fverywhere are elaborate trenches bullt
by the non-combatants, working day and night.

The Americans found blg stores of rice at
Parlac, Tublg and elsewhere, and several thon-
san’d new Filipino uniforms were captured at
Tubig. Thirty Insurgents surrendered to Gen-
eral MacArthur, recelving §30 ench for thelr

JOHN A. LOGAN KILLED.

BON OF THE GENERAL FALLS WHILE LEAD-
ING BATTALION INTO ACTION.

Washington, Nov. 14.—A dispatch recelved at
the War Department announces that Major
John A. Logan, 3%d Volunteer Infantry, has
been killed In a fight in Luzon, He was leading
his battallon In action. He Is a son of the late
Gieneral John A. Logan, of Illinols, and Mrs,
Mary A. Logan, who ls now living In Washing-
ton. He leaves a widow and three children, who
are at present at Youngstown, Ohio.

The follnwing dispateh recelved from General
Otis under date of Manila to-day conflrms the
report of the death of Major Logan:

Wheaton reports November 12 there was an
engagement near San Jacinto between the 3id
Valunteers and twelve hundred Intrenched in-
surgents. Our loss, Major Logan, while gallantly
leading battalion, and eix enlisted men, killed.
Captidn Green and eleven men were wounded,
mostly very slight, The enemy was routed, leav-
Ing eighty-one dead in the trenches, His loss
i helleved to be three hundred, Lawton re-
ports from San José that in the vielnity of San
Nicholas, north of Tayuig, Wessels captured
thirteen carts with the [nsurgent war depart-
ment records, the printing press complete of the
Insurgent newspaper, and a large quantity of
rien also eaptured. The cavalry |s still engaged
anid the infantry is still pressing on from San
José and Araga. The roads are impracticable
for any wheel transportation, and the horses

are foraged on rice and growing rice straw,
OTIS.

The news of her son's death was conveyed to
Mrs, Logan by a personal note from Secretary
Root, gent by Major Johnzon, assistant adjutant
zeneral.  Mrs, Logan was prostrated by the
shoek, hut later In the day recovered her com-
posure, and driving downtown communicated
with young Mrs, Logan at Youngstown, Ohlo,
over the long distance telephone,

Sonn after noon Mrs. John A. Logan drove to
the White House, She was accompanled by an-
other woman., One of the ushers who had
known her for many yeurs admitted her at once
to the Red Parlor, She had a dispatch In her
hand, and begged to have her name taken at
onee to the President, In the parlor she met
Mrs, MceKenna, wife of the Assoclate Justice,
who has a gon in the Phillppines.

Word nf Mrs. Logan's visit was brought to
the President while he was at the Cabinet meet-
ing. He at once left the meeting and went
downstalrs, where Mrs. Logan and Mrs. Me-
Kenna were still together. After s few min-
utes Mre. Logan was assisted to her carriage,
end the Presldent returned to the Cabinet, where
the ead news of Major Logan's death had al-
ready been under discussion,

Major John A, Logan, ir., was born in July, 1865,
at Murphyshorough, 1. He recélved an appoint-
ment to West Polnt Academy mu_l attended for two
veirs, but was not graodunted. Mr. Logan then en-
tereid the renl estate husincss In Washington, and
after his marrlage to Miss Edith Andrews, daugh-
ter of the late C, H, Androws on March 22, 1887,
he had Hyed there, He was sngaged in limestone
mining, and at one time conducted a fancy stock |
farm, For several years he was eaptain of the
loeal milltla company. known as the Logan Rifles.
In May, 1808 he received from President MeKinley
the appolntment of Asslstant Adjutant General,
with the rank of first lleutenant on the staff of
General John . Bates, He went to Cuba and took
part In the hattle of El Caney. He was promoted
to major for gallantry In battle. and nt the con-
clus=ion of the Cubun war was with General Bates,
who was Governor of Santa Clara Provinees, On
A’I'.'ETI.IH 10 [ust he wos appointed malor of the Xd
Volunteers, and salled with his regiment early In
Octobar, Major Logan lonves a widow and three
children here—John A, Logan, 3d, Mary Loulze

THE PRESIDENT'S CONDOLENCE.

Mrs. Logan has recelved the following tele-
gram from President McKlinley :

It ia my painful duty to convey to you the
sad Intelllgence of the death of your husband
while gallantly leading his battalion in the
charge of San Jacinto, Hlis splendid qualities
a= a soldler and high courage on the fighting
line have given him place among the herole men
of the war, and It will be some consolation
to you to know that he dled for his eountry on
the field of honor. You have In this trying
hour for yourself and the children the sincere
sympathy of Mrs. McKinley and myself.

THE CILARLESTON'S WRECK.

DETAILS OF THE STRANDING OF THE
CRUISER.

CREW ESCAPES AFTER HARDSHIPS-LIEU-
TENANT M'DONALI'S BRAVERY.

Manila, Nov, 14 —Furthir detalls regarding
the grounding of the United Etales crulser
Charleston ' show that she struck an uncharted
coral reet ten miles east of Kamiguan Island.
Her stern was almost submerged, and the bow
almost out of water. A heavy sea was< on, and

the cruiser hegan rolling violently. The waters

of the ship. .

Aftdr the first efforts to right her the officers
feared she might slide off beeause of the heavy
sea, and therefore abandoned the attempt to
They hurried to the launch and
boats and rowed away, prepared to fight for &
landing, with twa Colts, 124 rifles and ten days*
ratlons. Some of the officers and men were
dressed only In pajamas and thelr undercloth-
Ing.

The breech hlocks of the cannon were removed
before the hoats put off. Two hours after the
Charlegton struck all had got away. The report
that the erew remalned two days on the vessel
{8 Inaccurate. A party returned two days later,
but found it impossible to save anything.

NATIVES NOT HOSTILE.

The first landing was made on a little island’
with & front of barren rocks. Next day the
boats wers again launched and proceeded to
Kamiguan I1sland, where a landing was made in
the expectation that fighting would he neces-
sary. So far from this being the case, howaver,

the Charleston's men found a half-savage paoe-
ple, who regarded them with curlosity rather
than hostility,

On the third day the storm had greatly snbe
slded, and Lieutenant John D MeDonald, with
the hoatswain, Dominlek Glynn, and six men
started for the Gulf of Lingayen In a 30-foot
sailing launch, hoping to find an American ware
ship, but entirely Ignorant of General Wheat-'
on's expedition.

Lieutenant MeDonald was four days afloat,,
keeping under shelter of the hostlie shore for
twn days on account of the high seas, being
most of the time In a soaking rain.

ADMIRAL WATSON'S REPORT.

DELIEF THAT IT MAY BE POSSIELE TO SBAVE

REASON FOR DELAY OF NEWS,

There Is a discrepancy In the date of the
wreck of the Charleston as glven In Admiral
Watson's message and in the press dispatches,
It is probable that November T I= correct, and
that Admiral Watson's dispatch was confusedy
in transmisecion.

Therse was some surprise expressed that soy
long a time elapsed since the wreek before news
of the fact reached the Navy Department. It
appears, hewever, that this delay was Inevitable
ewing ta the isolated position of the wreek.
Kamiguan Island is a small island lying ahout
north of Aoparl, which Is the most northerly
port on the island of Luzon, It is distant ahouty
two hundred and fifty inlles from Lingayen
Gulf, where are stationed the nearnst of thet
worships of Watson's fleet. When Acting 'm
retary Allen reached the Navy Department t
morning he communicated with the Whits,
House, and then, by direction, went over atj
once, carrying a chart of Northern Luzon and:
the dispatch from Admiral Watson.

The Admiral appears to have acted at ones
upon recelpt of the news, for he informed the
Navy Department that he had sent A MesSAE®
across to Hong Kong to secure the help of ex-
perienced wreckers to procesd at once to the
scene of the accident. The Navy Department
has already a construetor on the ground in the
person of Lieutenant Hobson, who may ba
called on to assume charge of the wrecking
operatlons.

CHANCE OF SAVING VESSEL

A ecareful reading of the dispatch from Ad-
miral Watson convinces the officials that there
iz & fair chance of saving the Charleston, They
say that the name of the ship Is painted about
three or four feet below the rall. This Is an In-
dlcation that the main deck 18 albove water,
which would make the work of pumping out the
hull much easler

1t she is settled down aft, as reported, there
is less danger of Injuring the bottom further by
poending, Much depends, however, on the
waather, as the wreck lies in the full sweep of
the monscons which prevall at this season.

For the safety of the ofMicers and crew not
the slightest apprehension exists, The Helena
must already have peached the island, which la
about a day's run from Lingayen, and, with the
Oregon, which followed closely, must have res
moved the Charleston’s crew several days ago,

As soon as possible a court of inquiry will be
ealled to fix the responsibility for the wrecking
of the ship. This will tollow Irrespective of any
actlon of the Navy Department, and will be
ardered by Admiral Watson, Should It appear
that the wreck was caused by the negligence of
any of the Charleston’s officers, & court magkmd
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
